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Tlie Judiciary. 

Having, inn previous article, point- 
ed oat the anomalous and unsatisfac- 
tory condition of the- Judiciary of tbo 
ColoDy, wo propose now to address our- 
■elves to the subject ot reconstruction, 
•with a view to atnondmont.. And first 
of all, we mast have lawyers for our 
County Court Judges, Gentlemon, how- 
ever unexceptional in evory other res- 
pect, doetituto of legal education and 
experience will not do. Tuoy lack the 
epecial fitness for the position ; and. 
wanting in this one thing, the public 
iutorost demands that the scales of jus- 
tice shall bo placed in tho bands of men 
learned in tho law. And, wbatover 
may have been tho eaeo at an earlier 
Btage of tho Colony's history, it cannot 
be denied that we have now in tho le« 
gal profession men equal in every other 
respect to the present County Court 
Judges, besides possessing tho one tiling 
needful— a legal mind —from which to 
choose. Perhaps very few persons outside 
of the legal profession are aware of the 
inexplicable muddle- in which the law 
under which our County Courts are 
administered really is. The truth is, 
no one but a lawyer cau have tho least 
chnnco of finding his wuy through the 
labyrinthine mazes of the County Court 
law. Tho ordinary render would soon 
become mystified by sections of Acts, 
old and new, repealed nnd unrepealed, 
either in whole or in part, Some ol 
these Acts are repealed in part, and 
frequently a highly unintelligible clause is 
inFerted in local Ordinances to the ef- 
fect that so much of a certain Act as is 
applicable to tho Colony shall be in 
f. roe ! Without exception, tho Acts in- 
troduced are Bnclish, to which no one 
but a lawj'er is like'y to have acccsH, 
and oven if they had, tho insurmountable 
difficult}' would still present itself as to 
what portions are applicable to the 
Colony and what portions aro not. In 
making this chango an opportunity will 
be presented for reducing tbo number 
of Connty Court Judges throughout the 
Colony to meet tho requirements of the 
times. It will be readily admitted that 
a skilful and trained Judge may easily 
got through more work and do it better 
than two who are unskilled iu tho law 
For instance, one Judto, with his head- 
quarters at Now Westminster, could, 
with tbo assistance of tho Chief Justice, 
do the whole of the County Court work 
on the Island and on the mainland as 
Jar as Clinton. In tho same way an- 
other Jodge could well do tho work in 
Cariboo, assuming, of course, all the 
functions ol Gold Commissioner. Koot- 
enay forms a district so distinct, and, 
at the present, so difficult of access, and 
moreover, its wants are as yet so purely 
those falling within the legitimate 
scope of the functions of a Gold Cotn- 
miSBioner, that wo would make no 
change in that direction just now. If 
however, it were deemed necessary for 
the sake of uniformity that the whole 
Colony should be at onco embraced 
within the scope of the new system a 
County Court Judge might bo appoint- 
ed for the Southern section of the Col- 
ony, who could made himself generally 
useful in that new and unorganized re- 
gion, Here, then, we would h'-ve two 
County Court Judges learned in 
tho law; the one resident in New 
Westminster, making periodical visits to 
all tho difl'ercn' points of importance 
within his clrtuit and holding Court he 
often bb the interests of the country de- 
mands; the other residing at Barker- 
Tille, visiting Quesnelmoutb, Soda Creek 
and somo of tho more important mining 
camps of Cariboo. These Judges should 
occupy positions in every respect as in- 
dependent as that of tho Judges ol the 
Supreme Court. Wo do not speak ol 
independence iu declaring and adminis- 
tering the law. The controlling power 
of a superior jurisdiction is at all times 
« wholesome check ; but we allude to 
their tenure of office. They should, like 
thoSuprome Judges, hold office during 
good behaviour, and not be subjected 
either to dmnifsu.1 or suspension excepi 
under Buch circumstances an would jus- 
tly tho removal or suspension of one of 
tht othor Judges. The scheme we have 
beet, sketching would guarantee to the 
counUy a proper udministrution of good 
law in ihe County Courts. Wo would 
still liavbirontlemen and men of euuea- 
tiou as tin present incumbents are; 
but, in additnn to that, we would have 
men whoso le f al erudition and experi- 
ence would cnab/j them to do credit to 
the Courts in wbita they would preside, 
and givo tor e to tin administration of 
tho law. Tbe»e Judges could, more- 
over, act as Choirmen tt Quarter Ses- 
sions, Courts greatly denumded by the 
country. To these Courts, -vhich would 
oansist of u Chairman and t. uo other 
Justices then assembled, appeals would 
lie against decisions of Magistrates. 
But thoso County Court Judges would 
supply niu'orinl out of which to oon« 
struct a Court of Appeal ; and this 
will, poihaps, bo esteemed tho greatest 
hoou of all. Tho Judges, under what 
name you please, could, together with 
one or more Supremo Court Judges, 
form n Court, of Appoal.
